Scene* Around Town. 


Carson, March 16.—The centre of ac- 


tivity this morning is the Arlington Ho- 
tel, where the sporting men have been In 
the habit of congregating ever since tbe 
fight bas been under way in the vicinity 
of Carson Cny. 


Mcst of tbe sports rose early thii morn- 


ing to be sure of breakfast. They realised 
that a fight at 11 a. m. with two other 
fights to follow meant no lunch at noon, 
and took no chance on getting a good 
meal at the opening of the day. 


By 8 o'clock this morning tbe hotel 


offices were crowded to suffocation and 
for several blocks down the street groups 
of men stood, all in earnest conversation, 
and the topic with nearly all was the com- 
parative merits of tbe two men. 


Around the hotel office of Stuart the 


scene was one of lively bustle. A big blue 
chart ot the ring was lying on the counter 
and the two men were constantly engaged 
selling seats and making final arrange- 
ments for caring for tbe crowd which ar- 
rived to kee the fight. 


ID front of tbe office stood Dan Stuart 


as cool in the climax of bis work as be 
has been in perfecting tbe work to a con- 
clusion. 


"This is my one chance to get even," ha 


said "after three years of bard work I 
have been through with all these fighters, 
it marks the beignnlng and end with me 
and I rather think when this tbing is 
ever I will be out of tbe fighting business 
for good. 1 am not making any predic- 
tions beforehand of what I may do here- 
after but 1 do not think I shall undertake 
anymore fights."

The big fighter harxlsd through bis bath 
and dressed and soon entered tbe parlor 
of the hotel where big trainers and rela- 
tives anxiously awaited him. He said 
good morning to everybody, showing hia 
temper was in satisfactory condition. 


"Bow do you feel, Jim," White anil- 


ously inquired,

better," and tbe champion slapped bis 
groom on the back wltb a friendly energy 
which almost unset tbe New Yorker. 


White led Corbett to a window where be

Tbe London prize-ring rules ore twenty- 


nine in number, and deal in detail with 
be ring materials, tbe number of men 
acb fighter shall bave In each corner, 
be "colors" of the contestants, tbe man- 
ner of choosing the referee, etc. They 
also provide for an examination of tbe 
fighters before tbe battle, to sec that 
neither has artificial means about bim 
o aid in winning—such as Improperly 
ipiked shoes. Expressly is biting and 
cratobing and butting with the head 
prohibited. Other of tbe rnleu relate to 
be conduct of seconds in tbe ring; the 
ivent of magisterial 
Interference, the 


method of paying bets and settling dis- 
putes. 


It was the construction placed by Siler 


upon rules 4 and 12 of the Qaeenaberry 
rules which stirred np such a atoim of ob- 
jection and adverse comment. In speak- 
ng of this rule Siler soya it is plainly In- 
tended to prevent a man standing over 
ils fallen opponent, as the temptation 
would be too great to resist striking bim 
before he is fairly on bia feet 


"But," adds Mr. Siler, "It probably 


never oucurred to tbe framer of tbe 
Queensbnry rules tbat at times a man 
either falls or is knocked down in bis op- 
ponent's corner. If then tbe man on hit 
feet retires to bis own corner, as the ruleu 
direct, be will be standing over bia fallen 
opponent and doing just what tbe rules 
expressly forbid. 


"To avoid all dltputes on tbia score, I 


simply instructed tbe men in case of a 
knock-down to retire at least ten feet 
from tbe fallen opponent to give him an 
opportunity to arise." 


Tbe sweeping rule 13 of tbe Queensbury 


set Mr. Slier regards aa one of the most 
Important of tbe entire dozen, and tbat 
it is tbe bone of contention in almost 
every contest. Tbe London rules state 
tbat the fight sball be "fa<r and stand 
up,"and tbat 1C either man wiUfolly 
throws himself down, without receiving 
a blow, ha aball lose tbe battle; but tnat 
tbe rule aball not apply when a man In a 
close-In slips down from tbe grasp of bis 
adversary to avoid punishment, or tllpc 
from obvious sook)«n t or weakness.

:THE M-CARTY WILL CASE. 


Money that waa Given to Bishop Taylor 


for Mimioua Hay Not be Delivered. 


Mary B. McCarty, wife of Elijah S. 


McCarty, died in Decatur May 20, 1894. 
She was the owner of two lots and a small 
houae In Carver's addition, tbe homestead 
property on Eaet Eldorado street and 
12000 in cash. The lady was a very de- 
vout Christian woman. She left no chil- 
dren. E. S. McCarty, the husband, waa 
the oiily surivlvng relative. Instead of 
leaving all the property to her bnsband, 
Mrs. McCarty bequeathed it to Metnodirt 
missions much to tbe surprise of the hus- 
band and many of her neighbors. The 
contents of the will as published In 1894 
were regarded as quite singular. One sec- 
tion of the will reads as follows:* "I give 
and bequeath to Bishop William Taylor 
$3500 to be used in African missionary 
work. His receipt for tbe same shall be a 
guarantee of his acceptance of the trust 
and my executor is authorized to accept It 
as eucb. Tbe payment of tbnt sum shall 
be mode to Bishop Taylor as soon after 
my decease as possible." James C.Beaty 
is tbe executor of the will. Suit is now 
pending to annul the will and restore all 
of the property^to the husband. Consid- 
erable evidence has been taken by Maiter- 
In-Chancery J. J. Finn, who will Hubrnit 
bis report to Judge Vail in the circuit 
court. The attorneys for Mr. McCarty 
are Outten & Roby. Another section of 
the will states that the husband, Elijah 
S. McCarty, shall have a life Interest ia 
the estate that Is left, and closes by saying 
that she believes tbe disposition made of 
tbe property is all "in accordance with 
God's will." 


In the declaration filed by Mr. Mo- 


Carty's attorneys it Is set ap.that the will 
bequentbs tbe property to Wlliam Taylor, 
but Joseph C. Bartzell Is now bishop in 
Africa for the Methodist church. Still 
Mr. Talyor Is doing independent mission- 
ary work In Africa, so it cannot be told 
who should be paid tbe money. 


It is said further that It took all of the 


personal property but about $600 to pay 
the debts. Mr. McCarty soon after the 
will was probated renounced his benefits 
under the will and elected to take what 
tbe law allows him that is a homestead 
right and one-half the real estate. There 
Is not sufficient personal estate to pay 
him his interests under euoh election and 
a forced sale of the property now would, 
not bring enough to pay any of the be- 
quests. It is §aid that all of the property 
is not worth more than $3000. 


It is further declared that tbe husband 


and wife always used the property to- 
gether and that he earned It all. When 
he was earning it he was a mail clerk on 
a railroad and, aa he said, he did not 
know what day he might be killed. So 
to save his wife trouble in case of his 
death he had the property put . in her 
name. It is said that all that she ever 
had of her own was 12000 left her by her 
father. It is said that Mr. MoCarty is 
entitled to all of the property and giving 
It to him would be more just than giving 
It for missionary work. He is 60 years 
old now and is nil that he has. It ia (aid 
tbat his wife was induced to make the 
•will aa she did through influence unduly 
exercised 
by some of her Methodist 


friends. 


The answer of the defendants in this 


case are Interesting. The only defense i« 
being made by Joseph C. Hartzell, present 
bishop of Africa. His attorneys are H. 
N. and M. T. Culver of Chicago. D. C. 
Corley represents them in Decatar. They 
make a reply to the bill of Messrs. Mc- 
Carty and Beatty, in|which they say that 
too many claims have already been al- 
lowed against the estate, referring to one 
especially of $1100 allowed to Mr. Mc- 
Carty. It was shown in the evidenc» 
token this week that that was for doctor's 
bill, nurse bills, board, etc., for his wife-

<&en. Gordon In Chicago, 
s 


Two yean ago Gen. John B. Qordon 


delivered his famous lecture "Last Days 
of the Confederacy, "under the nnspioes 
ol the Grand Army Post there, In the 
Auditorium and In tbe report of the lec- 
ture the Inter Ocean describing the lecture 
among other things, said: 


Chicago last night gave a worthy audi- 


ence to Senator Jnhn B. Gordon, of Geor- 
gia. Tbe Auditorium contained at least 
five thousand people. Society was In the 
boxes In evening dress; in the highest re- 
gions working people listened to the pa- 
triotic words that rang clear and distinct 
to the farthest tier ot seats. Tbe fame of 
tbe speaker bad proceeded him, and in- 
deed to no Cbioagoan can the Georgia 
general, with bis many proofs of friend- 
ship to the World's Fair City, ever be an 
object of indifference. Indued, with his 
long record of devotion to the restored 
union, and with bis equally attractive 
peronality, Geneal Gordon today Is the 
most popular son of tbe southland who at 
Intervals appear 
before northern audi- 


ences. With his graces as a public speak- 
er, bis voice, his delivery, bis word-paint- 
ing so vivid and striking, ha "should 
make the worst appear tbe better reasou," 
but with such a subject as "Tbe Lost 
Days of the Confederacy," enlisting tbe 
living Interest of every hearer in an epoch 
so pivotal in the history of tbe republic, 
General Gordon, who described only what 
his eyes had witnessed was sure to deeply 
sway bis hearers. Battle-soarrefl as be is, 
a thrilling Interest attaches to bis glimpse 
of contest—never a fall viow, only a pro- 
file—and a pin could have been heard to 
drop in the powerful peroration de'crlp- 
tlve of the events about Appomatox 
Equally masterful Is his delineation, In 
phases few and memorable, of personal 
characteristics that entered Into tbe war's 
heroes on both sides. And not less strik- 
ing Is tbe soul that he puts Into even an 
inflection. "My Countrymen" is an ex- 
ample. Every syllable was emotional, 
each shade of accent an inspiration to 
higher 
patriotism. 
Tremendous ap- 


plause greeted tbe orator as he sat down, 
and tbe concluding 'America' by the au- 
diense was In a volume that showed the 
Invigorated and confirmed love of the un- 
dying Union of States that is tbe noble 
impetus of all of Senator Gordon's round 
ed periods. 


Havana, Hatch 17.—One of the most 


dlastrom events that has occurred in 
Pinar del Bio province, against toe Span- 
ish columns, has jnst been reported 
through Cuban circle*. From tbe state- 
ment received It appears that a train of 
Spanish troops, passing south of Candela- 
rla, was blown up by dynamite wbile 
passing over a deep gorge in tbe high- 
lands, and nearly 360 soldiers were killed 
or wounded, many of them being blown 
into fragments. Tbe locomotive and six 
oars were nearly destroyed. It occurred 
about March 10. Tho Spanish general, 
Arlal, bad learned of a projected insur- 
gent attack, supposedly on San Christo- 
bel, and he sent off 500 troops, with arm. 
ored car?, to re-enforce tbe garrison there. 
About ten miles from San Chrlstobel 
too tracks cross a deep gorge on a very 
high bridge, which is about 500 feet long. 
Tbe insurgents had learned of the depart- 
ure of the train and Hi load of troops 
through their spies and they Immediately 
lined the bridge at both ends and the 
center^with a heavy charge of dynamite, 
conneoting tbe wires in tha woods some 
distance off. Three hundred insurgents 
were then bidden near by. It is under- 
stood that tbe Nunez brothers were in 
command and that Capt. John Lynn, the 
young American electrical engineer, who 
has made himself famous in Cuba for 
bis work on tbe dynamite gun, contrived 
tbe ambuscade. 


The train approached the bridge about 


3 o'clock in the morning. When fully 
on it all three charges were exploded by 
tbe wires. The effect was tremendous. 
Tbe engine and six oars were thrown bod- 
ily into tbe air like so many chips, and 
were almost blown to pieces. The wreck- 
ed cars fell into the deep gorge below, 
crashing out life from all whom tbe ex- 
plosion bad not killed. The cars then 
took fire. Three oars that escaped serious 
damage fell over sideways, and the fright- 
ened soldiers poured out In wild confu- 
sion. The insurgents dashed from their 
ambuscade upon them with wild cries. 
A massacre ensued. But for the timely 
hoisting of a white flag by Col. Mones, 
who was in command of the Spanish 
forces, every man wo-ild have been ma- 
cbetted. As it wag the Cubans secured 
330 prisoners, including ten officers. 


The soene of the explosion was a most 


horrible one. The ties liningjthe rail- 
road track and gorge were literally cov- 
ered with fragments of human bodies, 
obthlng and splintered wood from the 
oars. Tbe flre consumed all that was left 
in the gorge. It Is said that from 360 to 
300 Spaniards were killed In this conflict. 
The prisoners after being divested of their 
uniforms, were released and sent to San 
Christobel. The officers are retained as 
hostages by the Cubans for twenty-five 
Insurgent who are threatened with in- 
stant death. The Spaniards here admit 
of the dynamiting of tba train, but claim 
that the details were exaggerated, but re- 
liable information in Cuban circles hers 
say that half of the story Is not told. 


Gen. Arrangneer raided two towns In 


the southwestern part of this province 
Friday and Saturday, looted the stores 
and destroyed one Spanish block fort In 
both cases tbe garrisons retreating to safer 
quarters, hardly firing a round {at their 
opponents.

Itwai Up In the Circuit Court Before 


Judge Vail To Day. 


In the circuit court this forenoon Judge 


Vail beard read a number of affidavits 
In the case of John B. Tbomason against 
tha Wabash railway company. The affi- 
davits were read by Attorney Leforgee 
representing tbe plaintiff. Judge Bur- 
nett, ot St. Louis, general attorney for the 
Wabasb, and I. A. Buckingham, tbe act- 
ing local attorney, were present and 
listened attentively to tbe reading of the 
affidavits. A hearing was desired an ua- 
balf of Thomason, and after the reading 
was finished Judge Vail said there bad 
been enough pointed allegations presented 
to warrant an investigation and he set 
Monday next to hear the | oral testi- 
mony. 


It will be recalled that Mrs. Fanny 


Thomason, wife of tbe plaintiff, was kill- 
ed by a Wabash train at the Water street 
crossing of the road. 
A damage suit for 


16000 was commenced by Thomason, but 
It appears that without consulting his at- 
torneys, Thomasdn,' while intoxicated, 
settled with a Wabash representative for 
1600. The affidavits go on to show that 
Thomason was maudlin drunk on the day 
of the settlement and that tbe Wabasb 
representative bad bought drinks for him 
at various saloons. There is to be a hot 
contest in tbe case, Tbomason hoping to 
get in shape to have tbe question of dam- 
ages passed upon by a jury, to tbe end 
that ho may secure something like 15000.

For this purpose select even-sized oy- 


tera, then prepare on aspic or savory 
jelly as colorless as possible, and add 
in. the way of seasoning some sauce or 
any addition in the -way of flavor de- 
tired. Next haive some fishes similar 
to butter dishes, square would be best. 
Rinse them out with cold water and 
half fill them with aspic jelly and ajlow 
it to nearly set. Then place the oyster 
on it and fill up the dish with the jelly, 
seeing' it is cold enough to be added to 
the other without dissolving- it. When, 
they are set hold tt» bottoms in warm 
water for a second or over on the top 
of the stove, and slide the oysters ou» 
onto a dish, arranging them to come be- 
tween each other, or in a square, or an 
oval, or round, and garnish each oyster 
with a piece of double parsley. They 
are then ready to serve. Dry toast or 
a lig-ht toast soda, cracker should be 
served with them.—Good Housekeep- 
ing.

How it feels tor be caught up in a cy- 


clone is jrraphically described by Dr. 
W. F. Michael. The doctor's adventure 
occurred at Sherman, Ter. He was 
driving through a cemetery when s 
cloud loomed up before him, coming 
directly his way. He sprang from the 
carriage, unfastened the traces, turned 
the horse loose, and started to run for a 
place of safety. He had gone but SO 
fee* before the storm was upon. him. 
The doctor's own words are: 


"I heard a roaring sound when the 


storm was two miles or so distant, but 
it was beyortd the hills, and I didn'tdis- 
cover that I was right in its path until 
it reached the nearest hill, from a half 
to three-quarters of a mile south of me. 


"It looked Hke a great ball of vapor 


rolling over and over, and seemed to be 
about 250 yards wide and 100 feet high. 
Whatever it struck was lifted right up 
from the ground. I saw the effects as 
it came to house after hou<9e between 
the hill and me. When the ball reached 
Mr. Chisholm's the house went right up 
in the air off its foundations. It was 
whole until it was up ten or fifteen, feet. 
Then it went all to pieces, just as if it 
had exploded. The same thing hap- 
pened to the other houses. 


"Above and around this rolling ball of 


cloud the air was full of bite of boards, 
tree limbs and other things which had 
been gathered np. 


"When the ball reached me I had got 


to the east fence of the cemetery, and 
had thrown myself down beside it. All 
at once the bright daylightdisappcarecl, 
and I was in total darkness. The picket 
fence, posts and all, was lifted up and 
cnme down fiat upon. me. Then two 
trees fell on the fence. In a few sec- 
onds the trees went tip in the air, the 
fence followed. 


I felt myself drawn u;> off the 


ground by some invisible force. I didn't 
lose consciousness. It was so dark 1 
couldn't te!l how high I went, but I 
,vns high enough to escape the monu- 
ments in the cemetery, and also tbo 
tree-tops, perhaps 40 feet from 
the 


ground. 


"As I went along1 In the air I tried to 


k«ep an upright position, but couldn't. 
Something1 kept turning me over and 
over in one somersault after another. 
I passed almost over the cemetery be- 
fore I struck the ground. I came down 
easily at an incline, just as if I were be- 
ing lowered in the tail of the storm. 


"But I was still moving along1, and 


when I hit the ground I went over and 
over for at leant 30 feet. The lessening 
force would raise me a little and then 
let me back, until, at last, I dropped 
into » hole just inside the north fence 
of the cemetery. 


"I wa« conscious all the time, until 


I stopped rolling and settled into that 
hole. After that I knew nothing1 more 
until people from the town were about 
me. My best friends didn't recognize 
me. from head to foot I was covered 
with mud. My hair was plastered down 
with It. 


"At first it didn't seem to me that I 


was much hurt, bat after awhile I dis- 
covered that I was bruised from head 
to foot. While I was in the air it seemed 
as if things were pecking at me all the 
time. They must have been boards and 
other flying wreckage."—Philadelphia 
Record.

Robert Fitzslmmons 
was 
born in 


Helston, Cornwall, Enlgand, June 4, 
1864. When a small boy be was taken 
by bis parents to Anstarlia, afterwards 
settling in New Zealand.

been a blaoksimth before him. FItz be- 
came locallv famous at 18 years of ag* 
for his dexterity In jngling with the 
anvil and the heavy hammer and bis 
fashioning of hosresboes, of which be 
oould shape two, while others were put- 
ting together one. He took himself to be 
a wrestler and hammer thrower In those 
early days. He was also a distance run- 
ner and was given to hunt kangaroos 
afoot whenever he could manage to get a 
leave of absence from big father's forge. 
There has always been a sympathetic 
bond between Robert and the kangaroo. 
A nybody who has seen him In a trying con- 
flict and has seen the king of marsupials 
In combat or running wild In the bush 
has been struck with the singular simi- 
larity. Bis first arenlo appearance In 
this country was In San Francisco, at 
which time his queer hops caused the most 
blase ring-goer to laugh, and even his 
opponent to smile. Those habits have 
been pretty well modulated by this time. 


Fltzslmomns' record begins as winner 


of light-weight competition (135 pounds) 
promoted by Jem Maoe at Timaru, New 
Zealand, March, 1880. He defeated four 
men, putting three of them out, and thus 
was amateur champion light weight of 
his country. The following year Maoe 
gave another competition at Timaru, 
when Bob on 30 again proved to be the 
principal spirit.
